SPRINGFIELD, Il, May 17.0f all the 
prisoners in jail here, Rev. John Poleet, 
former pastor of a Baptist mission at Mec- 
Cluskey, I!l.. who has just confessed to 
the murder of his traveling companion and 
friend, Charles Isaksson, is the least per- 


turbed. 
Poleet does not show the slightest indica- 


tion that he repents his crime. 


He chats in a much happier vein than 
those about him who are locked up for 
ty offenses. 
We less concerned over his deed 
than are disinterested persons who have 
Closely followed the history of the case. 

His coolness is remarkable. 

Poleet's confession was voluntary, and 
was given after he had strenuously made 
Pleas of innocence. 

Deputy Sheriff Frank 
that the grardjury had 
the murder of Isaksson. This information 
did not startie the preacher. He was as 
unconcerned and cool as a free man. 

Ryan then confronted him with the evi- 
dence that had been secured in the case. 
The evidence was beyond dispute. and Po- 
leet knew it. 

The news was a surprise to the murderer. 

He thought he had covered up his tracks 
well, and what Ryan so — came like 

thunderbolt from a clear sky. 

Rowing his head and placing his right 
hand to his forehead, Poleet sat a moment 
as if in deep study. ‘here was no sign 
of emotion. Then Poleet extended his hand 
and, without a tremor, said: 


“You Have Got the 
Evidence Too Straight.” 


“It's too plain. You have got the evidence 
too straight and I can't get away from it. 
T will throw myself upon the mercy of the 


court." 

Poleet started his confession in the most 
deliberate manner and finished in the same 
way. giving the details of the crime without 
Spoling or color.

RICH HEMATITE MINES FOUND 


Tacoma, Wash., Capitalists Secure Con- 
trol of British Islands and Will 
Work Deposits. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

TACOMA, Wash., May l.—A most im- 
portart mineral discovery of years has 
.een made here. Great bodies of hema- 
tite, magnetic and specular iron ore 
have been uncovered on numerous islands 
of British Columbia and Southeastern 
Alaska, 

The most important deposits have been 
secured at low figures by purchase out- 
right or by options by men who have un- 
dertaken the establishment of an immense 
iron and steel plant. At the head of the 
Syndicate is Henry Hewitt, the largest in- 
dividual owner of timber lands in this 
State For three weeks he, with cruigers 
and expertc, nas been out on a tug making 
explorations and securing options. 

That the islands contained some iron has 
been known for years, but not until Hew- 
itt began an investigation was the extent 
of the deposits ever dreamed of. Tests 
made under the auspices of the Northern 


Pacific Railway over ttvo years ago show- 
ed that the product of these ranges com- 


‘prises the finest kind of Bessemar iron be- 
'eause of the almost absolute absence of 


phosphorus. Adjacent to the iron ledges 
are found great bodies of limestone. 

The companies in which Hewitt is the 
larweat stockholder are producing coke near 
Tacoma and now building several hundred 
additional ovens. He is about to build a 
2%-ton blast furnace on the Tacoma tide 
flats this summer. 

For three years past President Hill of 
the Great Northern has had experts scour- 
ng Moentana, Idaho and Washington for 
iron ore bodies. They found some _ low- 
grade tron, but nothing Comparing with 
that of the British ‘Columbia Iislanda.

“I meant just what I said from the 
bench,”’ said Magistrate Connorton to the 
Post-Dispatch. “My announcement came 
after I had been hearing the case of Mrs.

She was in the habit of going out to dances 
and mene fer till late at ni leaving her 
husband at home to care my the children. 
The poor man bore it patiently as long as 
he could, ard when his wife returned one 
night, out of patience with him and they 
quarreled, he brought the case to this 
court.

NOVELS BRING WOE 


Two Strange Causes for Do- 
mestic Infelicity. 


OF COURSE, ARE IN CHICAGO 


ONE WIFE CHARGED WITH READ- 
ING BOOKS IN BED. 


Michael Toomey, Sued for Wife Aban- 
donment, Says He Was Forced to 
Leave by Two Much Hashed 
Cabbage and Pork. 


CHICAGO, May 17.—Eating crackerjack 
gnd iying in bed reading novels were short- 


comings charged against his wife by At- 
torney Samuel A. Wight in an answer that 
he filed in the circuit court to her bill for 
divorce. Another unusual cause assigned 
for domestic infelicity was a too steady dict 
of sauerkraut and spare ribs, given by Mi- 
chael Toomey as the reason why he left 
home in the abandonment case brought by 
his wife in Justice Dooley'’s court. He pro- 
duced expert medical testimony in court to 
prove that such a diet was a sure route to 
dyspepsia of a most aggravated kind, do- 
signed in the long run to put murder in,a 
man's heart. 

Mrs. Wight brought divorce proceedings 
against her husband several weeks ago, 
charging him with cruelty. According to 
Wight'’s answer, the couple were married 
Oct. 19, 1891. He denies that he has been 
gull of extreme and repeated cruelty to- 
ward his wife, and in answer sets forth 
that he has been told by his children that 
while he was in Philadelphia his wife ‘‘used 
to lie in bed in the daytime and read novels 
and eat crackerjack and give none to her 
littls children.”” The answer also accuses 
Mrs. Wight of imbibing freely of intoxi- 
cating liquors and of writing tender poetry 
about her husband. Wight has his office at 
167 Dearborn street. 

Wight connects the name of Charles M. 
Whipple, treasurer of the Columbia Mines 
Co., with officers in the Fort Dearborn 
He avers 
that the first time he quarreled with his 
wife was when she had an interview with 
Whipple. She had a photograph of Whipple 
in her possession at one time. On another 
occasion, it is alleged, he found his wife in 
Whipple's office, and told Whipple that if 
his wife remained with him he would sue 
Whipple for camages for allenating nis 
wife's affections. his sult was subse- 
quently brought for $100,000 damages, it is 
alleged, but was dismissed upon Mrs, 
Whipple agreeing to return to her husband 
and the latter making a statement to 
Whipple that be believed that his wife was 
true to him. 

Michiel Toomey, an Irish teamster. whe 
has been in the habit of visiting with hi« 
wife at 66 West Nineteenth street at long 
intervals during the past few years, objects 
to a continuous German diet of sauerkraut 
and are ribs. To show he was entirely 
unprejudiced as to German dishes, Justice 
Dooley, also an Irishman, reversed his de- 
cision until Monday. However, Mr. and 

rs. Toomey compromised on pork chops 
after the trial, and Toomey ote test week 
the case had been “‘recontinued.”’ 

By the ingeniousness of his d€drfense 
Toomey prcved his nationality beyond all 
question. Mrs. Toomey had on hand an 
assortment of star witnesses to prove her 
assertions that Toomey had been gullty of 
wife abandonment, but she was unprepared 
when her husband went on the stand, ad- 
mitted her allegations, and sprung a spare 
rib and sauerkraut defense. oomey made 
a clever witness in his own behalf, and was 
well backed up by his Irish attorney, James 
McGinley, and his Polish abdion! expert, 
Joseph Rudnicki, a druggist at Nineteenth 
street and Hoyne avenue. 

Mrs. Toomey had the first inning, and pre- 
fented evidence, backed up by witnesses, 
that Toomey had left home .no less than 
four times, once remaining awa ten 
months. When winter came around and 
she had filled the coal bins and the larder, 
Toomey was in the habit of showing up 
half-starved and frozen, she said. and she 
had not the heart to throw hfm out. After 
Spenting the past winter with her, Toomey 
was sald to have decamped about two 
weeks ago, ahd she had him arrested. The 
couple have been married six years. 

Toomey actually blushed when he told of 
the amount of kraut and Pibs he had con- 
sumed in the six years of his married life. 
He said he was ashamed to “‘look a head of 
cabbage in the fare”’ Toomey said he had 
be ad and pleaded with his wife to no 
avail. ay Ory time he protested she laid in 
a new sup 4 of ribs and kraut. In despera- 
tion he left home to save his stomach from 
the throes of dyspepsia. “I was unable to 
Stand it any longer,’’ said Toomey, ‘‘and 
Sought rest by abandoning my home, the 
Sauerkraut and the spare ribs.”’

A SHIPS BELL 


Donation Decided On for 
Battleship Missouri. 


BUILDING AT NEWPORT NEWS 


SELECTION WAS MADE BY ART- 
ISTS’ GUILD OF ST. LOUIS. 


After Its Conception the Idea of Pre- 
senting a State Memorial Was Re- 
ferred to Gov. Dockery and 
He Approved It. 


Miesouri will present a ehip’s bell to the 
battleship Missouri, now building at New- 
port News. 

This memorial has been chosen by unan- 
imous vote of the Artists’ Guild of St. Lou- 
is, to which the matter was referred by 
Gov. Dockery. 

The Artists’ Guild originated the idea of 
presenting a state memorial to the battle- 
ship and communicated with Gov. Dockery 
last December. The governor suggested 
that the guild take the matter up and de- 
termine upon the form of the memorial. 

The chairman of the committee named 
by the guild has just made a report to the 
governor, informing him that after careful 
deliberation and correspondence with the 
government officials, a ship’s bell has been 
determined upon as the most suitable pres- 
ent. 

The first business was to ascertain offi- 
cially what form of memorial would be 
acceptable. Heretofore it has been the 
custom of states and cities to present to 
their namesakes in our navy a s:lver ser- 


viee or some other portion of the vessel's 
useful and ornamental furnishing. 
It was the desire of the Artists’ Gulid 
committee to select something original in 
the line of presents, capable of expressin 
the pride of the state in her namesake an 
+ exhibiting some Missouri hostorical fea- 
ures. 


BELL MORE APPROPRIATE. 

A memorial table, a figurehead and a 
ship's bell were considered. The commit- 
tee has decided that, for many reasons, 
the last named is the most appropriate. 

Consequently, the great battieship bear- 
ing the name of this commonwealth will 
be furnished, as a token of Missouri's ap-

committee to advise the Artists’ Guild ae 
to what would be a suitable memorial. 

Secretary Long referred the request to 
the bureaus of the navy department, hav- 
ing cognizance of the matter, for recom- 
mendation and report. The secretary 
wrote: 

Meantime the main suggestion which the de 
partment would make is that the memorial should 
not be a silver service or any similar article which 
would have to be kept. below and in some safe 
enclosure. The men on board would rarely see it. 
On the other hand, the memorial should be some- 
thing large and emphatic, suggestive of the state 
which gives it, and placed where it would be a 
—— reminder of that state to everybody or 

ara. 

Massachusettes gave a fine bronze figure of ‘‘Vie- 
tory.’’ which I regard as an admirable selection. 
New Hampshire gave brunze figures to the Kear- 
sarge. 

Some such representative figure or reproduction 
of the Missour!l coat-of-arms, placed in front of 
one of the turrets, would, I think, be worth con- 
sideration. 

Suggestions being invited from United 
‘States Senator Cockrell of Missouri, the 
‘senator wrote the chairman of the commit- 
tee that he had seen the president of the 
construction company and the latter had 
conferred with Admiral Francis T. Bowles, 
chief of the bureau of construction and re- 
pairs, and that these gentlemen had de- 
cided that a figurehead could be placed 
on the ship. There had been some question 
as to this, some authorities holding that 
the bow of a battleship is not suitable for 


a figurehead 
MR. HITCHCOCK’S VIEW. 
The Missouri authorities, Senator Cockrell 
| wrote, can exercise their own choice between 
a figurehead and a tablet. 
Secretary E. A. Hitchcock of the interior 
department, himself a St. Louisan, wrote 


in part as follows: 

Responding to your request for a suggestion from 
me. 1 agree with Senator Cockrel] thet a tablet 
to be placed on the turret of the battleship would 
be most appropriate, and I think of nothing in the 
form of a tablet that would De more go than a 
bronze reproduction of the coat-of-arms of the 
State of Miseour!. 

The suggestion of a ship’s bell came first 
from Admiral Bowles, the navy's chief 
constructor and the official whose province 
it is to make final decision in such matters. 
Admiral Bowles wrote: 

Replying to your letter of the 2ist inst.. with 
regard to the matter of a memorial for the battle- 
ship Missouri, to be presented by the State of 
Missouri, and requesting to be advised as to 
what would be the most appropriate gift, there is 
inclosed herewith a copy of some recent cor- 
respondence on this subject, from which it will be 
ween that this bureau favors the presentation 
elther of a figurehead or a ship's bell. 

The correspondence referred to by Aa- 
miral Bowles was the letter of the Ar- 
tists’ Guild’s committee chairman, reyguest- 
ing advice as to a suitable memorial, and 
bearing several endorsements by bureaus 
of the navy department. 

It showed that the bureeau of construc- 
tion and repair at first suggested that the 
gift should take the place of a figurehead, 
stating that ‘‘memorial tablets will not be 
permitted to be placed on any armored 
surface. 

Naval Constructor A. W. Stahl. U. 8. 
N., superintending constructor of the Mis- 
sour! at Newport News, recommended a 
figurehead or a ship's bell. 

This endorsement of Constructor Stahl's 
was approved by Admiral Bowles.

Thus an over- 
whelming majority is certain for the gov- 
ernmont, except upon unforeseen issues, 
which may carry away the votes of certain 
factions. The present majority is nearly 
double the average vote controlled by the 
ministry in the last Chamber of Deputies, 
despite the most terrific onslaught that was 
made upon republican institutions by the 
clerical party, the aristocracy and the smal!

LONDON, May 17.—So far as it has pro- 
gressed in London, rain, snow and hail 
have been England's harbingers of sum- 
mer. Never has there been such inclement 
spring. Americans who have come over 


for the coronation sit around in doleful 
| groups, waiting for the sunshine that never 


; comes.

No amount of festivities, and there are

In his latest volume, the product of his old age and perhaps 
his last message to his fellow men, Herbert Spencer speaks thus 
vigorously of Englis!: and American jingoism: 

“So long as the passion for mastery overrides all others, the 
slavery that goes along with imperialism will be tolerated among 
men who do not pride themselves on the possession of purely 
human traits, but on the possession of traits which they have 
fn common with brutes and in whose mouths bulldog courage 
is equivalent to manhood. Among people who take their point 
of honor from the prize ring in which the conbatant submits 
to pain, injury and the risk of death in a determination to 
prove himself the better man, no deterrent considerations of a 
higher kind wil] have any weight.” 

That is the severest rebuke to bul/ying strenuousness and over- 
bearing insolence yet delivered. 

The old philosopher is true to himself and loyal to the grow- 
ing humanity of man, which will yet assert itself and triumph 
over the traits which, as Mr. Spencer says, men have “in com. 
mon with brutes.” 

It is good to have strength, but it is better to use it wisely and 
justly. 

Herbert Spencer has been probably the greatest influence in 
the thought of the English speaking world of his time. His gentle- 
ness is plain in these unfaltering words of right, as it was when 
he traced the law of evolution and’ compelled the world to ac- 
cept an unwelcoine doctrine.

STATISTICS OF CHURCH MEMBERSHIP. 
Statistics collected by a contributor to the Church Keonomist 
do not sustain the statement that church membership is not in- 


creasing proportionately with the population. 
The population of the United States: has increased two and 
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‘one-half times since 1860, The growth of the denominations is 


fully equal to this. 
In that year the Congregationalists numbered 253,765; in 1900 


there were 633,349, an increase slightly greater in proportion 


‘than that of population. In 1860 the North Presbyterians num- 


bered 276,306; in 1000, 1,025,388. The number of Episcopalians 
rose from 146,000 in 1860 to 714,575 in 1900, and Lutherans from 
252.780 to 1,665,878. 

Other denominatious show similar growth. 

The result of the investigation is the conclusion that, in the 
last 40 years the growth in church membership stands to the in- 
Grease in population in the ratio of 16 to 5.

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TWO WAYS OF LOOKING AT IT. 

Pride of human power and -achievement shrinks into humility 
in the presence of a convulsion like that in the West Indies. 
The boast that man “is subduing nature” and learning to em- 
ploy her forces to promote civilization sounds like hollow non- 
sense. 

At the foot of Mont Peles he is helpless as a baby and no 
more in the reckoning than the worm to which is he often lik- 
ened. With all his inborn power of thought, his cunning in- 
genuity, his knowledge and understanding, he is exposed as a 
puny braggart when nature turns uneasily in her bed. 

Job, iu the wreck of his pride and self-righteougness, bowed 
to the power “which removeth mountains, which overturneti 
them in anger, which shaketh the earth out of its place, and 
the pillars thereof tremble, which doeth great things past find- 
ing out, and wonders without number.” 

When the earth shakes and the pillars thereof tremble man 
is not only, humble—he is abject, like Job. His learning is van- 
ity, his knowledge a mockery. He is a hunted brute, with no 
better power than the meanest creature that crawls. When 
Pelee speaks the differences between them disappear in a com- 
mon helplessness—all save one—the man knows that he is 
helpless, the worm does not know. 

There is the word of hope, for after all that difference is 
immense-—it may be infinite. 

Under Pelee’s lava the worm is extinguished; it was, it is 
not. But inan is not effaced, he defies extinction, he cannot die 
if ve would. 

It is this certainty, authenticated by the longing of his. in- 
most heart, that. makes him brave in the midst of the whirl- 
wind and under the deluge of lava. The assurance cannot be 
blown away or burned. Socrates told his judges that they might 
kill his body, but they could not kill him. So the bodies of the 
people of St. Pierre lic dead and buried beneath the ashes of Pe- 
lee, but the people of St. Pierre have gone about the business 
to which they were called. 

As for the survivors they cannot be long depressed. Hope wil! 
retyrn and they will take up the thread of labor where it was 
snapped and pursue the work with the undaunted human cour- 
age which is the foundation of civilization itself.

EDUCATION WITHOUT A SCHOOL. 


Of the training of three girls who “have 
never been to school or church, nor have 
they ever had a playmate or the most 
casual acquaintanceship with any children 
beyond their own home circle,” an interest- 
ing account is given in a second edition 
of “How I Am Educating My Daughters,”’ 
published by the author, W. H. H. (‘‘Adi- 
rondack"’) Murray, from the family home 
in Guilford, Conn., where their schoolless 
education is gained. 

In the Guilford experiment all training is 
in the open air when possible, and there 
is no set study. The child learns what 
curlosity drives her to seek to know. Fo. 
instance, the sky at night is conned until 
each of the fortunate trio knows the con- 
stellations and the basic facts of astrono- 
my. So the children find for themselves 
that 50 Kinds of trees growing upon the 
farm have been cut to burn in the fire- 
place, that as many herbs and simples 
grow in its flelds, and learn to name al] 
the birds and animals of the vicinity. 

To learn language the girls add dally to 
their vocabulary 10 words, which they de- 
fine and use intelligently. At the time of 
writing the two older ones knew 17,000 
words—more than their father knew after 
he had been out of Yale College for 10 
years of a busy intellectual life. As they 
“have never heard an oath or vulgar word 
or an ungrammatical expression” they use 
the words they know with precision. 

The method with poetry is similar. By 
learning a few lines each day the girls 
have now a fine knowledge of that most 
exalted form of human thought-expres- 
sion. There is no holiday or vacation. 
There are 36 “learning days” in each 
year. Figures they learned by playing with 
them until they had a multiplication table 
of their own, running up to ‘24 times 24 are 
576.°" As a substitute for the “higher 
mathematics’’ Mr. Murray teaches his 
daughters chess, on the ground that it 
schools the intellect, improves manners 
and trains the mind to concentrated effort 
by an agreeable process. The method of 
learning chess was to follow for three 
months pattern, games by great players 
before making an original play. 

For intelligent growth in patriotism. 
which Mr. Murray regards as quite as im- 
portant for women as for men, the girls 
learned the Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution of the United States 
by heart, taking a brief portion for each 
day—a practice that Mr. Murray commends 
to school boards. It is a practice that 
might well betome general, especially since 
the public reading of the immortal Dec- 
laration was forbidden at Manila on the 
last Fourth of July and the Constitution 
is suspended in our “possessions.”” The 
Declaration, he says, “can be committed 
by every child in our common schools 
within one month. It takes a daily recita- 
tion of. a few lines. That is all. The Con- 
stitution, with its amendments, can be eas- 
ily committed within two months. In brief,

HAVANA, Cuba, May 17.—The secretary 
of war has just spent a busy week in Cuba.

ment to the Cubans. Since the beginning 
of the American occupation sixty million 
dollars have been expended in the work of 
reconstruction.

The cost of the famous 
fight against disease, together with the 
wholesale renovation and work of over- 
hauling, amounts to nearly eleven millions.

2500 cases have been located. The names of 
the affected persons have all been listed 
with all information concern! their cases. 
Printed literature, dealing w all phases 
of the disease, is mailed to them regularly, 
and they are advised and assisted in every 
way possible. The fight is being waged with 
every weapon known to science, and the 
death rate of Havana has radually gone 
down until it is now lower than New ork, 
San Francisco, New Orleans, Baltimore, 
Liverpool, Edinburg or Madrid. 


Public Instruction 
May Cost Ten Millions. 


Following very closely upon sanitation 
and agen By in point of expenditure, 
comes public instruction, which will fall 
only a trifle short of the ten million i 
The work of pushing education in Cuba 
began the day the Yankees landed. A 
trooper nailed his rubber blanket to the 
wall of a shanty for a blackboard, and with 
a piece of soft limestone as a substitute 
for chalk gave a destitute band of little 
reconcentrados their first demonstration in 
mathematics. From that modest start the 
work of instruction has gone forward with- 
out a halt. During the past 12 monthst 400 
schoolhouses have been built<en average 
of more than one for every day in the year 
—and the total number of separate schools 
now in operation is something over 4000. 
If Cuba will only build upon this solid rock 
of knowledge that has sol laid for her, 
there is a chance of better things for her 
coming generation. Her possibilities for the 
future will be measured by the fitness of 
her poopie, and their fitness will be deter- 
mined by their adaptability for education. 
These little sehoolhouses, sitting modestly 
on every hill and in every valley, are tem- 
ples of hope for the Cuba of tomorrow. 


The School City 

and How It Works. 

One feature of the school work in Cuba 
in which Secretary Root was particularly 
interested was the school city, a method 


intended to instruct the children in the 
duties and rights of citizenship. The plan 
of this new departure in popular education 
is very practica] and its meeting with splen- 
did results. The children of each schoo! are 
organized, by means of a special charter 
from the government, as citizen of a 
municipality. The citizens of each 
municipality elect a council, which, in turn, 
elects a mayor, a judge, and other adminis- 
trative and judicial officials. There are 
generally eleven councilmen, one magis- 
trate, a chief of police, a prosecuting attor- 
ney, @ director of public safety, and a

The most notable evidence of the general 
improvement that has been accomplished 
in Havana is the Prado and its environ- 
ments. This street has been transformed 
into one of the most beautiful thorough- 
fares in the world. While the secretary 
of war has been in close touch with the 
work, he was hardly prepared for the 
splendid effect which has resulted from 
the efforts of the Yankee engineers. There 
is a double driveway, 32 feet in width, 
which extends for half a mile. In the 
center of this driveway there is a double 
promenade, the eircyit comprising one mile 
of cement walk, 13% feet wide, which is 
bordered with grass-covered terraces the 
entire distance, and divided by a strip of 
turf in the center. The whole is lined 
with a double row of Indjan fig and ban- 
ran trees, which afford ample shade dur- 
ng the day, and at night the avenue, 
with its approaches, is brilliantly lighted 
with electricity. This fine street is the 
pride of Cuba, and will be a lasting monu- 
ment to American enterprise, 


Two Improvements 


Notable in Havana. | 
The Punta is an extension of the Prado, 
and has been altogether reclaimed from the 


sea. Where there was formerly a ragged 
shore line, unsightly and foul with the ac- 
cumulated refuse of the city, there is now a 
substantial sea wall, sweeping in a graceful 
curve; a winding driveway, paralleled by a 
broad promenade; symmetrical grass plats; 
hundreds of comfortable iron seats, and a 
magnificent new band stand that would do 
credit to any capital of Europe. The 
building of this beautiful Httle park had a 
most favorable effect upon the Cubans. 
They are a people exceedingly fond of mu- 
sic and parade, and there could hardly be 
a more favorable onSns for both. In the 
evening, when the sun is going down, and 
the departing ships are starmding out at sea, 
the children cqgme to play with the waves, 
the men to talk of affairs, and the women 
to see and be seen. The good effect of this 
provision for the pleasure and convenience 
of its wards will remain long after the 
United States government thas taken its 
departure.

Now and then, when there is a particularly 
scandalous case, the government makes a 
few arrests, but the priests, the Mamalotl 
and the Papalol, never are arrested. The 
prisoners always are obscure persons.

NEW YORK, May 17.—Where do the hun- 
dreds of thousands of immigrants go when 
they leave Ellis Island? 

How many of them remain in New York 
city? How many g0 to the mines of 
Pennsylvania? How many go to the fac- 
tory cities of New England? How many 
go to the farms of the western states? 

These questions have become especially 
important during the last few months, for 
the tide of imigration has lately risen far 
above all the high-water marks of past 
years. 

More immigrants have landed at Ellis 
Island in the last 15 days than there were 
people in the whole city of New York in 
the year 1800. 

In the seven days closing May 6, %,12 
home-hunters landed at the Battery, break- 
ing the record for any previous week since 
the American republic began. 

In less than nine years the population of 
the United States would be doubled if the 
present rush of immigration were to con- 


tinue. 

Since the first day of 1902 an army of 23,- 
724 has arrived at this port alone, which is 
several thousands more than the city of 
New York contained in 1 
For six weeks the large receiving hall on 
Ellis Island has been packed like a cattle 
car with the thousands of newcomers and 
their nondescript bundles and boxes.

-The 
fire broke out suddenly about 2 o'clock in 
the great cedar forest which covers the 
mountains of the Colorado a short distance 
north of the little town of Marble Falls. 
A dense volume of black smoke had hardly 
attracted the attention of the citizens of 
the neighborhood before the _ telephones 
sounded the alarm and there were urgent 
calls for assistance. It was well known 
that a great number of laborers who were 
engaged in cufting timber were camped in 
the brake with their families. Some of 
them were living under temporary cedar 
structures covered with bark, while others 
were dwelling in tents. The wind was blow- 
ing a gale ai the time, and all familiar with 
the destructive power of forest fires were 
reatly alarmed. Cedar groves are thick 
n that region, and the country is onty 
traversed by narrow trails and a tangle of 
barely perceptible roads made by the wag- 
oners. A great wide highway passes along 
one side of the forest. On the roadside 
there are a few farm houses and open fields. 
The rapidly spreading fire. fanned by the 
wind. might reach the dwellings of the 
iarmers, but the fields offered a refuge for 
the pevple and their stock.

When the alarm was given and {t became 
evident that the fire was beyond all control

Above the shrieks and the wails for help 
could be heard a roar that made the earth 
tremble as if by a cyclone or convulsed 
by an earthquake.

RECORD FOR A MILE 


Barney Schreiber’s Black Filley in the Mississippi 
Valley Stake Took One Half Second off Making 


the New Time of 1:39 1-2. 7 


Schwalbe has been revenged. Brulare, 
her corquerer of a week ago, has lowered 
her colors to the gallant daughter of Sain 
and Gratitude. In one of the most beautl- 


ful contests ever seen in St. Louts, Barney | 
Schreiber’s black filly covered herself with | 


glory. 

Bhe not only won the Mississippi Valley 
Btakes, but in so doing she lowered the 
Pair Grounds record for the distance—one 
mile—by half a second. 

After a long delay at the post, caused 
chiefily by Jordan and Found, they were 
gent off to a fair start with SchWalbe in 
the firet group. 

At the clubhouse turn there was crowding 
for position, and it looked for a brief second 
as if Schwalbe was in a bad jam, but Hel- 
gerson dexterously extricated her and be- 
fore an eighth of a mile had been covered 
she was sailing out in front with all her 
Canvass set and little Helgerson perched on 
her neck and urging her on. 

As far as the race was concerned it was 
practically over then, because it was mor- 
ally certain that with only 82 pounds on her 
she would retain the lead until the wire 
had been reached. Along the back stretch 
her black muzzle was two lengths in front 
of Peaceful. who was making a gallant 
effort to reach the flying Sain filly. 

Rut the black beauty would not be denied 
and she turned into the home stretch a 
length and a half in front of her field. It 
was at this point that Beauchamp made his 
move on Brulare, and that splendid mare 
responded nobly and passed the tiring 
Peaceful. 

In chasing Schwalbe, Peaceful shot his 
bolt, and it is no disparagement to him 
to say that he could not win yesterday, 
because he was opposed by better horses. 

An eighth of a mile from home, Beau- 
champ made a desperate effort on Brulare, 
but the difference in weight could not be 
overcome and he had to be content with 
second place. 

For six years 1:49 has been the Fair 
Grounds’ record for ore mile, but from yes- 
terday it will be put down at 1:39%. I an- 
ticipated that the track record would be 
broken, and s0 expressed myself in my 
enalysis of the chances of the candidates 
in Saturday's midday edition of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Brulare’s race was a grand one and 
stamps her a high-class mare. She must 
have run the mile in a trifie beter than 
1:40. 

In an effort to get a running start, 
Frank O'Neill spoiled several good breaks 
and incurred the displeasure of Starter 
Dade. The result of the race proves that 
the Fair Grounds’ track is one of the fast- 
est in the country.

Murdered Czar’s Room Is Kept Just 
as He Left It.

LONDON, May 17.--Henry Norman's suc- 
cessful new book. “All the Russias,” gives 
an interesting description of the bedroom 
of Czar Alexander II, which is kept exactly 
as it was on the morning he left it. He 
was brought back an.hour after he left 
it bleeding to death from injuries inflicted 
by the assassin’'s bomb. 

As the room was, so it remains. The 
half-smoked cigarette lies upon the ash- 
tray in a giaes tube. A little revolver lies 
before the mirror. A neg each of the tables 
end upon several chairs is a loosely foided 
clean handkerchief, for it was the Czar’s 
wish to have one of these always within 
reach of his hand. There lle all his toilet 
articles, a few plain bottles and brushes. 
it is all modest beyond belief and the 
brushes are half worn.

Famous Missouri Drink Mixer Objects 
to the Alleged Extravagance of 
Frank Huntoon.

NEW YORK, May 17.—Col. “Jo” Rickey 
of Missouri, he of Gin Rickey fame, is su- 
ing Mis pattner, Frank T. Huntoon. He 
wants an accounting and an injunction re- 
straining the defendant from carrying on 
business in a mineral water.

Mr Huntoon also charged up tailor bills 
amounting to several hundred dollars. His

By bh »recon- 
certed sign, when the fatal ot was 
reached, inckney raised almost: n touch- 
ing distance and fired pointblank in the 
ace of James. The horse reared, wheeled

The Brothers 


Were Merciless. 
The man, in the throes of death, strug- 
gied to his. feet, for he knew the terrible 
fate awaiting him; he begged piteously for 
them to spare his life for the sake of the 
boy. He was answered by a murderous 
volley and sank, never to rise again.

OMMENCING at Union Station the 
belt line will run over the tracks of 
the Merchants’ Terminal Association 

and the St. Louls Termina! Association east

nue about three blocks east of Broadway. 
From this point on Carrie avenue the belt 
line will run in a northwesterly direction 
for five miles to a junction with the Wa- 
bash road on Page boulevard, in St. Louis 
County. From this point the belt line will 


of the Wabash. 

The construction of the five miles of con- 
necting track between Carrie avenue and 
the Terminal tracks and the Wabash tracks 
in St. Louls County is what makes the belt 
line possible, the other tracks having heen 
in use for years. 

Almost 10 years ago the project of con- 
structing thie connecting link was begtn, 
and only now is the connection about to 
be made. - Four-fifths of the. connecting 
track has already been laid.

Many American workmen are 
with three hearty meais of 
day. and even country people, with 
outdoor exercise more than 
wise, I believe England is weakening her 
self by eating too much meat, and we are 
even worse than she is in this respect. 

This is not a fad, but a fact established 
by the researches of pathologists and bac- 
ter'ologists. The action of foods on the di- 
gestive and assimilative organs known 
exactly. The result to the biood and through 
it to the whole system from overeating of 
meat comes «as certainly and definitely as 
the action of certain drugs. Preventing the 
normal action of the entire digestive sys- 
tern. the effect Is at once noticed in the de- 
generation of the muecies and nervous 
forces, the blood and every other func 
tion. 

The cooking of food is of the greatest Im- 
portance, and herein also we have national 
faults that are serious. We overcook our 
food. and sometimes we undercook it. That 
is another reason why we are not up ‘to the 
standard of the rest of the world. Our 
cooking is not hygienic. We live in res- 
taurante. We do not get the good home 
cooking of cur forefathers and the results 
are everywhere apparent. 

I will give.but one cxample of this. The 
bread from nearly every bakyshop in New 
York ‘s so imperfectly made and baked 
that there is a reaidue of living yeast in 
almost every loaf.

F th: physical status of the average 
American it would be much easier 
to state how imperfect he is than 

how nearly he approaches perfection. Any 
one studying along these lines is compelled 
to admit pon comparing man from a phy- 
sical standpoint with the lower animals, the 
great inferiority of man. 

Not long ago the newspapers expended 
quite a deal of wit because of the state- 
ment of a Chicago woman physician that 
human beings would be far healthier and 
stronger if all clothing was discarded. She 
may have been somewhat ahead of this 
age, but. is much truth in her state- 
. ote. 
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being a perverted ideal of the contour of 
the human body. 

The writer by no means advocates that 
we entirely discard clothing, but the lack 
of a correct understanding by the masses 
of the proper proportions of a strong 
healthy human body is unquestionably very 
great. 

As a suggestion of our muscular defects, 
give the following table of measuremen's 
of the average American and the ideally 
perfect man. The measurements of the av- 
erage American are compiled from hun- 
dreds of examinations made by myself an! 
others While approximate, they give a 
fairly -accurate idea of our most conspicu-

Comparing America from the standpoint 
of physical excellence with other nations it 
would be hard to determine just where we 
stand. I believe, however, that our average 
is slightly lower than that of other clv- 
tized nations, though, taking 4 few superb 
specimens of anima! vigor as found in our 
athletes who have given attention to 
building up their bodily health and 
strength, we are unquestionable superior. 

But even claiming that we are superior 
from a physical standpoint, we are in- 
deed miserable specimens of manhood and 
womenhood. 

If you want to see for yourself just what 
an ugly lot of specimens we are, visit the 
nee ee ; 8 GD oe MO 
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poor, sickly, emaciated or obese example 
of the human animal. 

And the average woman! Well, tt weuld 
be rather difficult to find appropriate words 
to describe her physical shortcomings. Even 
when bathing she must often find seme 
means to support parts of her bedy in her 
endeavors to look as nature intended. 

At Atlantic City there ts a part of the 
beach reserved for negro waiters and ser- 
vants. Here I sometime ago had a change 
to compare the physical condition of theve 
negroes with the average visitor at this re- 
sort.

After a few hours, when the soap is dis- 
solved, add the cucumber juice; shake till 
thoroughly mixed, then pour into an earthen 
howl and add the oil and benzoin, stirring 
constantly till you have a creamy liquid, 
lf'se several] times a day, if agreeable. 

Here is a simple freckle lotion: Borax, 2 
grains; zinc oxide, 320 grains; glycerine, 
2% ounces; bay rum, 2% ounces; distilled 
water, 10 ounces. Mix and apply freely five 
of six times daily. 

Here is a lavender freckle lotion: Dis- 
tilled water, 1 pint; lavender water, triple, 
2 drams; sal-ammoniac (powdered), 1 dram; 
hydrochloric acid, % dram. Apply night 
and morning . 

The following is known as Hardy's freckle 
lotion: Bichloride of mercury, 4 grams; 
sulphate of zinc, 8 grams; spirits of cam- 
phor, 10 grams; distilled water, 300 grame. 

For use, mix with three parts of water 
and apply with a bit of linen. Do not for- 
get that bichloride of mercury is a danger- 
ous poison, and while perfectly proper to 
use as suggested, should be kept out of the 
reach of ignorant persons and children.

Gowland’s letion, for which I give formu- 
la, is a very old freckle remedy. it acts 
perfectly in keeping the freckles in abey- 
ance in some cases. It is more difficult to 
make than the Shoemaker lotion. 

Other remedies for freckles are of good 
repute. My advice always is to first try 
a simple lotion—one without mercury—and 
so long as it is fairly successful to use no

Ger- 
hard H. Timmerman, the best-known mem- 
ber of the society, says there are not less 
than 500 persons in St. Louis who never 
eat meat, 

In the course of his search for vegetar!- 
ans Mr. Perkins found Aaron Voorhess. a 
hatter at 318 North Eighteenth street, who 
eats nothing but esun-cooked foods. Mr. 
Voorhess is believed to be the only mem- 
ber of this particular ramification of vege- 
tarianism in St. Louis. He partakes of no 
food that has not been ripened by the 
heat of the sun, so that his diet consists 
almost entirely of fruits and vegetables, 
and such dishes as he can make with sun- 
ripened grains. 

But while the dietary faith of Mr. Voor- 
hess counts him alone as subscriber, the 
vegetarians are a numerous cult, and it is 
their ambition and hope that within a 
short time they may be able to open in 
the city a purely vegetarian restaurant. 
Such eating places exist in Chicago and 
New York, and the big cities of Europe 
abound in them.

The First 

Dietary Epoch. 

It is a sad thing for a vegetarian to be 
forced to admit, but nevertheless it is per- 
fectly true that at birth we are decidediv 
carnivorous and it seems to be the will cf 
our Creator that we should at this early 
period be not only flesh-eaters, but can- 
nibals or well—for as the tleless devotees 
of science have demonstrated, a mother's 
milk is nothing more or Icss than the pre- 
digested bone and muscle of the parent 

The problem of properly balancing the 
various food properties is not presented in 
this dietary epoch, although the principles 
of apportioning the food elements of tho 
daily menu so as to amply satisfy the d>- 
mands of all the component divisions of the 
physical organization is clearly followed in 
the infant's diet of mushes and milk. In 
the cereal foods we find proteids. mineral 
matter and fats for the enrichment anil 
heating of the blood and the construction 
of the skeleton and muscular system. In 
the milk we find every element necessary in 
the upbulilding of a human organism, all in 
a predigested state—ready for a rapid aas- 
similation. 


The Second 
Dietary Epoch. 

Day after day of mush and milk eventualy 
bring the infant to its second dietary period, 
which begins upon the acquisition of the 
first or deciduous set of teeth. Now the 
child is ready to become a vegetarian. The 
frail frame of the tottier demands liberal 
portions of potatoes, beans, peas and other 
vegetables to clothe the bony superstruc- 
ture of the human body with muscle, and 
now, too, is the time when vegetable oils 
or fate, which being so much easter of as- 
similation than tne fat of animals, may be 
generously utilized in rounding out the 
child's figure. 

Fresh or stewed fruit, with wholewheat 
bread and pure butter, are the best ma- 
terials from which to make breakfasts and 
suppers for the child at this time, and 
small quantities of finely ground nuts may 
be advantageously introduced into the diet 
of the youthiul vegetarian. Children who 
are thus well fed and cared for equally 
well in other respects, rarely require a 
physician's care or give their parents the 
usual vexation in management, and no one 
who is logical enough to comprehend the 
ease of mind and body accompanying such | 
a condition of affairs in the household | 
could wish for better results from so. 
trifling a:change of diet. Commencing as | 
the secondary dietary epoch does with the 
acquisition of the deciduous teeth, it Is 
a simple thing to understand why nature 
at this period calls for foods which utilize 
those most important instruments which 
play so active a part in the conversion of 
nutriments into chyle, which is in turn 
transformed to living nerve and muscle. 

In this second era we begin the battle of | 
life, and while building the structure which 
is to last us to the grave, we must con- | 
stantiy replenish the loss of vital force or 
fiesh substance caused by the meré wear 
and tear of existence, and at the same time | 
strive to accumulate mental and physical 
strength with which to meet the emergen- 
cles of the future. From the cradle to the 
grave no better staff‘of life can be chosen 
than thoroughly cooked wholewheat bread, 
with its every grain of starch burst and 
ready to be easily digested, its gluten 
softened for almost immediate assimila- 
tion and combination wth some good vegre- 
table fat or oll. This is particularly true 
during the second ‘epoch when our skele- | 
tons are being bullt and protected with | 
muscular bulk and sinew. At each meal. 
this scientific bread should be the principal 
course, around it at the noonday meal may 
He as supplementary elements for the re- 
pair of losses occasioned by wear and tear, | 
and for the storing up of energy for future 
emergencies—a dish of some dry vegetable 
on the order of stewed dried beans, peas.

The Third 
Dietary Epoch. 

At length the ch‘ld, having pas-ed throug’ 
the first and second epochs, has attained 
the age of 25 or 320, and is the possessor of 
a matured and seasoned body, the skeleton 
of which no longer requires calcareous ele- 
ments to strengthen it, and therefore depcs- 
its such earthy matters in the veins, where 
they impede the circulation of the blood and 
produce premaure old age. The third diet- 
ary period is now at hand and the success- 
ful vegetarian, almost like the worm in the 
cocoon, is now ready to furst forth in all 
the glory of higher vegetarianism; in fact, 
to become a fruitarian. At this time the 
dict is verv simple, consisting of fresh, 
ripe fruit, carefully ground nuts, a moder- 
ate supply of cereal gluten and vegetable 
oll, with pufe filtered water or unfermented 
fruit juice for beverages. This just, plain 
and humane diet is not more sc than tne 
life of its practitioner, who lives far beyond 
the average icngeth of life. healthful and 
cheerful to the end, in his, emancipation 
from the bonds of cookstoves, goose-quilis 
and apothecary's stock. 

In this last dietary epoch, the physical 
organization has attained its maturity and 
there is nothing more for the stomach to 
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do other than replace the substances con- 
sumed through the wear and tear of life. 
The skeleton has completed its develop- 
ment and the calcareous or earthy salts 
such as lime, potash and common salt now 
clog the veins and impede the action of the 
heart. In order to prolong life and live 
almost forever, these earthy salts must be 
eliminated from the diet. To those ad- 
vanced in years the fruitarian diet is an 
unfailing elixir of life.

MADE a small steam engine when |! 
| was 16 years old. Mechanics seem to 

come naturally to my brothers and to 
me. I was mustered out of the navy a 
year ago, and returned to St. Louls. Most 
of my lelsure was passed around the rail- 
road yards in North St. Louis, where |! 
*tudied the construction of locomotives. 
I was never in a locomotive works, and I 
Suppose because of this fact [ found it 
pretty hard to get all the intricacices of 
the machine into my head. 

What I intend to do and am doing is to 
make what will be the smallest, and yet in 
every detail one of the most complete loco- 
motives eter turned out. It will haul three 
cars, each having a capacity of a thousand 
pounds, although the engine itself will 
weigh only 200. We have now been work- 
ing on this locomotive three months. In 
that time, working on an average four 
hours a night, we have finished in three 
months the principal parts of the loco- 
motive, which are the boiler, cab, truck 
wheels, pilot, cylinders, throttle valves and 
feed pipes. These parts constitute the 
foundation of the engine, there being in 
all 240 pieces in the whole. 

The most difficult work is that on the 
boller. On that it took me something like 
19 hours to drive 50 steel rivets and 160 
stave bolts. Then the casting of the metal 
and welding it required a vast amount of 
time. I expect it will take me a full year

For these hats, for 200 and 
maybe for 300 or 400 years, have been made 
by the Indians of South America, but they 
were all woven, up to 1900, upon round 
blocks, and they had a form that was unen- 
durable save to old men—a circular form, 
with a crease, like the-crease in a pair of 


to complete it in its entirety. 

The average locomotive weighs from 80,- 
000 to 110,000 pounds, and its approximately 
16 times larger than the one we are bulld- 
ing. I have seen quite a number of small 
engines, but none of them are perfectly 
made. 

I also make for pastime miniature 
wrenches and‘hammers. A stilson monkey 
wrench which I have just manufactured 
is 2% inches long, a haif inch wide and 
1-8 of an inch at the jaws. I have been 
offered $5 apiece to make all of these | 
could turn out. but there is more than 
two days’ work on each one and much 
greater labor than is involved in making 
those of usual size. 

We did not think that our mechanical 
plant was so small when we started it. In 
fact, it was just the shed which we used 
to store our coal and wood. It is the only 
available room we have, and if we wanted 
more space we would have to go elsewhere. 
We work until: bedtime every evening. 

We do not call ourselves inventors, since 
I think any one who ha# a knowledge of 
mechanics can copy a locomotive model. 
1 never studied the trade myself, but I 
have been working about machines for the 


last 15 years. One day I was passing 
through our yard when I noticed my 
mother at the washtub.

Just befure hig departure for England— 
he sailed a week ago yesterday on the Lu- 
cania—Lord Kelvin taiked at the Waldorf- 
Astoria. where he stayed while in New 
York. 

“Il have done 29 hours’ work in every 
fince I have been in America this time,’ 
he said, “and I look upon the next week's 
rest as one that I have fairly carned. 

“I have seen so much this time that I 
hardly know what has most interested me. 
Perhaps,” ne went on after a moment's 
thought, “what has attracted me particu- 
larly is the work of your Mr. Peter Cooper 
Hewett with His vaccuum lamps.” 

Mr. Hewett, who is a son of former May- 
or Hewett, has been long experimenting in 
producing what is known as a “cold light,”’ 
and that is one in which the energy is not 
wasted in producing heat. In his lamp 
the light is produced by the electrical stim- 
ulation to activity of the highly attenuated 
vapor of mercury. The efficiency attained 
is nearly ten times as great as that of the 
ordinary incandescent lamp, but Mr. Hew- 
ett's lamp is not commercially perfect be- 
cause the light, although powerful and 
steady, is of a very disagreeable color. 

“These lamps,’ Lord Kelvin went on, 
“are to me very wonderful, and I think 
they contain the germs of a very impor- 
tant industrial development. I think the 
‘inventor can overcome the difficulty of the 
unpleasant quality of the light, indeed he 
has already made substantial progress in 
this direction, and I think that before long 
he will be able to turn out commercial 
lights. 

“The extraordinary efficiency of this va- 
riety of light i¢ aniincentive to the con- 
tinuance of hard w upon it. Perhaps, 
though, what in ted me most of all in 
connection with this lamp is the bearing 
that experimental research upon them is 
having upon our knowledge of the inter- 
relation of matter and the ether.’’ 

For years Lord Kelvin has been the rec- 
ognized authority upon the mystarious 
branch of physics dealing with the tenuous 
something that fills all space and per- 
meates all matter, and which trasmits to 
the earth the heat and light of the sun, 
as well as certain subtler influences, es:uch 
as magnetism ar.d electrical action. Lord

Kelvin spoke of his researches: 

“We must Imagine that all space is filled 
with ether to its uttermost confines,” he 
said. “Now. if it is like other matter, and 
is the seat of gravitationional force, it must 
concentrate itself into centers or else it 
must exhibit an Infinite capacity to resist 
compression. This thought does not seem to 
me to be admissible 

“Indeed. like other students of sclence, 
I am inclined to go back to the concep- 
tionge of some the other students of 
science, even to those before Newton. You 
will remember that it was Sir Isaac New- 
ton who first called into being, so far as 
we are concerned, the ether by his assump- 
tion of the neétessity for some existing 
thirg across which the influences of the 
sun and other heavenly bodies could be 
tranamitted to us. To his mind, action 
at a distance was impossible, and the link 
of zrnvity that ties together the sun and 
the earth and the siars, must have some 
physical continuity. 

“Even at that time 
ite, particularly Daniel Bernouilli in 
France, a man who proclaimed himself 
more of a Newtonian than Newton was, 
considered that gravity might be such un 
essential property of matter as not to re- 
quire the difficult belief in an all-pervad- 
‘ng bridge or medium for transmitting this 
action. It is rather to this point of view 
that I think we are all coming. The re- 
cent researches carried on in Engiand by 
Prof. J. J. Thomson have thrown no little 
light upon these deeper matters, and I 
think we are pointing the way to our un- 
derstanding of the essential mystery—the 
naturo of gravity and electricity. 

“Shall we ever know what electricity is? 
I think we will, and very soon, indeed. 
I think some of us begin to know already, 
but it is very hard to put our knogviedge 
into words. At any rate, every day we 
look a little further and see a little deep- 
er into the ultimate structure of things. 
The difficulties that have arisen in the past 
are becoming simpler, while on the con- 
trary some of the simple things of science, 
which we once thought we Knew all about, 
have become more and more difficult and 
complex as time has gone on.”

T. LOUIS Chinese laundrymen took 
S a long step toward Americanization 
last Sunday when they met in con- 
vention down in Hop alley and resolved 
to “laise up’’ washee-washee prices to the 
figure recently adopted by the steam laun- 
dries. 

John Chinaman thereby placed 
on a level with the American laundry 
far as charges go, but whether he will 
continue to do 2% per cent of the laundry 
work of St. Louis, as at present, is a 
question for future determination, 

There arf 150 Chinese laundries in St. 
Louis. Th average force in each laundry 
is two and one-half men, which figures 
up 375 Celestial rub-a-dubs in this city. 
The Chinese population, however, is fluc- 
tuating, and next week there may be a 
dozen more or less in town. 

It ‘s a great mistake to imagine that all 
Chinamen, approximately, are laundry- 
men. As a matter of face we are told by 
travelers and by the enlightened heathen 
himself that a Chinaman in China holds 
in contempt the washtub and the fatiron, 
and would not know the use of a starched 
shirt should he see one. 

The Chinaman in America is a laundry- 
man from necessity and because he hap- 
pened to see, about 2% years ago, that there 
was more money for him in the washtub 
than in any othgr industrial line 

He discovered that by serving an ap- 
prenticeship of some three months he 
could become a journeyman laundryman, 
and he adopted the trade after coming 
to America with the expectation of work- 
ing for 530 cents a day in the California 
placer mines or taking a job as kitchen 
hand. 

The St. Leulse laundryman from China 
ig a “rowth of lees than 3% years. In fact, 
up to 1873 there was scarcely a Chinese 
laundry tn the United States. In 1975 a 
shrewd Yankee resident 'n Belleville, N. J., 
made the discovery that the patient Call- 
fornia laborer from Canton made an ex- 
cellent washer and ironer of men’s linen. 
About the sume time the discovery was 
minde that ttmen could be laundered with 
a fine gloss and as stiff as a shingle if 
desired by the we'l-dressed mar of the 
day. 

The Jerseyman imported 18 Chinamenr, 
taught them the faundry trade, and set up 
an ‘immense laundry in’ his ‘town, which

signed his job at Belleville and spread out 
over the country, setting up laundries here 
and there for himself. 

It was not all easy sailing for John when 
he left the protection of the Jersey town, 
where, for that matter, In his early days 
of residence he had been bombarded with 
stons and less stable missfies. 

Tho American in general did not take 
kindly to the Chinaman. Atout that time 
the late Pret Harte'’s view of the “heathen 
Chines’ was the accepted view of the 
country, and the laundrymen were mobbed 
and murdered at many places and other- 
wise persecuted clsewhere—just as our 
American missicnaries in China are perse- 
cuted. 

A ‘ittle more than 20 years ago the first 
Chinese came to St. Louls and set up their 
laundries. At that time the sight of a 
bequeued Celestial on Broadwayor Wash- 
ington avenue caused the pedestrian to turn 
and gaxe, while the small boy of the latter 
‘70s stood on the edges of alleys and 
threw stones and vegetable fragments at 
the foreigner. 


But John persevered, Hop Alley grew 
up, the great Joss was sect up im the alley 
for the Sunday worship of the Mongoilans, 
and by perseverance, patience and industry 
Chinaman has established himself here 
until, as estimated by the steam laundry- 
men, he does one-fourth of the laundry 
work of the city.

OST of the Chinese lagndrymen in 
M St. Louls are from the province of 
Kwong Tung, the capital of which 
is Canton. This Is the most populous of the 
18 provinces of the empire. But its popu- 
lousness is not what has caused so many 
Chinamen from that province to emigrate to 
America and elsewhere. They have emi- 
grated because in that province they come 
in contact with the outside ctviligations, 
seeing ships and safiors and travelers, and 
learn of opportunities beyond thelr own 
land.

The club is meant to advance the sport 
of automobiling and to establish soactal 
intercourse between the owners of motor 
vehicles used for pleasure, to develop me- 
chanical construction to {ts highest point, 
to secure legislation in the interest of the 
users of motor vehicles, to secure good 
roads, to provide racing boards and to 
plan country runs. One kind of legislation 
that will be looked into concerns the streets 
of St. Louls. Some of the club members 
Delieve a fight should have been made an 
the $10 license charged the automobile men. 
but I do not object to that and do nat 
think many owners do. They feel that 
by paying it they are placed in a better 
condition to ask the city for things neces- 
sary to successful automobiling. We can 
ask that the atreets be not sprinkled se 
profusely that they are made into mud 
streaks across the city: we can make sug- 
gestions as to the kind of material best 
suited for paving, and stand some chance 
of being heard. Working unitedly, we can 
do a great deal for ourselves and the city. 

I do not think the street railways were 
instrumental in having a high license 
‘placed an motor vehicles. It will be a 
long time before the automobile will be 
& competitor of the street car. There is 
too much difference in the cost of a car 
running on a rail and with power plant 
on the ground and one in which the power 
hangs between wheels. For short runs 
like the Eads bridge the automobile can 
compete under conditions greatly in its 
favor. It is getting a 10-cent fare for 
a level mile run. Look at the runs the 
street cars make for a 5-cent fare. 

But for pleasure the automobile is an 
economically operated vehicle. The elec- 
tric automobile is the finest machine a 
lady can operate. It is easily understood 
and perfectiy controllable. It is noiseless, 
and the objection urged that the storage 
battery will not alwuys carry the dis- 
tance it is advertised to do without a re- 
charge is not vaiid. I have a letter from 
the manager of the electric buses running 
@n the bridge. There are steam buses 
there, too. But there was a question as 
to what muleage the electric machines 
make under test in the regular transpor- 
tation of the day. One of the wagon- 
ottes made 3 trips, or 69 miles, on one bat- 
tery charge. 

The steam pleasure rigs seem the most 
popular here. Possibly it is because this is 
More or less a hilly town. Steam ean be 
worked beyond its rated horsepower for a 
few minutes at a time. It charger a hill 
With an extra head of steam. The gaso- 
line and the electric get up a hill slowly. 
They have only a certain power. and that 
ig the limit. In Chicago, where the streets 
are level, the gasoline and the electric ma- 
chines are mvure in use for pleasure riding.

TIT am a gasolineotic 
now. I introduced motor tricycles and 
motor bicycles here. 

The first automobile 
Louls was built by Perry Lewis, a man- 
ual training school pupil. It was a real 
horseless carriage, because it was a buggy 
with an engine in it. He ran it a long 
time hefore he painted the body. 

We did have two automobile factories 
here, but we have only one now. This 
one, strange to say. in aclling more ma- 
chines in Boston than it is in St. Louis. 

If the electric machines would run the 
miles it is said they wil! with one charg- 
ing, I would be an enthusiast for electricity, 
When the Edison light battery comes in 
the electric machine will be the ideal. But 
no one has seen the Edison battery. 

The cheapest power there its is gasoline. 
The engines used are known ias the four 
cycle. They get the charge every fourth 
revolution. 

You can take a gasoline rig snd load it 
and let it stand a year and atart it run- 
ning in a minute. The sparker is within 
the cylinder, where the explosion of gaso- 
line vapor occurs. There is no possible 
way for the clectric spark to come in con- 
tact with the gasoline in storage. 

An electric rig is supposed to be charge- 
able to run @ milea. But about 93 is what 
they run in practice, with exceptions. The 
ordinary runabout gasoline rig will make 
40 miles on one gallon of gasoline and five 
gallons of water. 

There ise very little difference in the cost 
of steam, electric and gasoline engines. The 
price for runabouts of three and one-half 
to four horsepower is from $430 to $550. 
HWight-horsepower stanhepes are $1200 to 
$1500. Touring cara carrying from four to 
six persons run from $2000 to $4000. The lat- 
ter figure means 40-horgsepower and a mile 
a minute guaranteed speed under quadruple 
engines. 

The reason the racing machines are gas>»- 
line is that so much more power can be 
had under the simple construction of a 
gasoline rig. There ia no boiler and no 
great storage battery. Justia couple of 
tanks, one for gasoline and one for water 
to cool the cylinder, and four cylinders in 
which the carborated gasoline explodes 
from a tiny spark made by a small dry 
hattery. 

A #-horsepower steam rig would require 
enormous strength and be enormously bulky 
and weighty with boller and water. it 
could be built, but it is not practicable, in 
the more powerful machines. As high as 
40 miles an hour has been made by steam 
The ordinary runabouts are capable of 20 to 
30 miles aw hour. 

French's 40-horsepower Godevil was not 
vet completed when the free-for-al! race 
was held last August. There were 11 start- 
ers, embracing all styles of machines. 
French's machine weighed 4600 pounds and 
had a wheel basis of 12 feet. It was a low, 
rakish craft when it came in front of the 
grandstand. The stop watches gave it 48 
miles an heur, and the judges gave it the 
sliver medal. The Frenches were out at 
Delmar track not long ago trying to speed 
up the Godevil to a mile a minute when the 
hind tire came off on a short turn and 
went over the fence. 

The powerful brake was put on and the 
oectpants of the car were thrown on their 
faces. 

Bome pretty good time has been made 
with steam machines of the newest and 
moat powerful types. April 22 last Dute 
Cabanne, Harry Turner and A. C. Halsey 
had a %-mile race in which Halsey won, 
16 minutes ahead of Dute Cabanne, delayed 
on the road for repaira, and six minutes 
ahead of Turner. Haleey did the 9 miles 
in 69:68. Turner in 64:55, and Cabanne in 
76. ' 

Very heavy racing machines are not in 
much demand out west yet. But the racing 
fever is taking hold.

them are filied with delight. 

Never were there so many babies as 
there are in the “Zoo” this year, and that 
means much. This is the season when ba- 
bies appear there in largest numbers. 
Strange and curious are some of them, look- 
ing no more like their fathers and mothers 
than they look like airships, but all of 
them are amazingly interesting. 

And they have a fine ®ime, which is worth 
thinking about, for usually an animal born 
in captivity has not much to look forward 
to except the bars and wooden walls of a 
narrow cage.

K HAVE never had any real racing 
\W in St. Louis. The automobile Club, 

just formed, will make real racing 
possible.

St. Louis is a wealthy city, and there is 
no reason why there should not be as many 
racing machines owned here as in any city 
of our sige Mechanical development has 
brought the steam machine into the racing 
class. It is not always the most powerful 
machine that wins. Mechanical construc- 
tion tells as much as power after you 
reach a certain point. 

In my race with L. D. Cabanne and 
Harry Turner April 23 for a purse of §750 I 
had a six-horse-power White steam car- 
riage; Cabanne was in a 12-hore-power 
Stearns and Turner in a  10-horse-power 
Toledo.
